
INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT 
THURSDAY MAY 6, 2004 – 0530 MDT 

NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 1 

CURRENT SITUATION:  

Initial attack activity was light nationally with 98 new fires reported. Two new large fires were 
reported, one each in the Northern Rockies and Eastern Areas.  Two large fires were contained, 
one each in the Southern California and Eastern Areas.  Very high to extreme fire indices were 
reported in Arizona, California, Colorado, Kansas, Minnesota, Utah, Wisconsin and Wyoming. 
 
 

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA AREA LARGE FIRES: 
 

CACHUMA, Los Padre National Forest.  A Type 2 Incident Management Team (Smith) is assigned.  
This fire is in chaparral, 15 miles northeast of Santa Ynez, CA.  Moderate rate of spread with short 
to medium range spotting was reported.  Steep terrain and poor access have hampered 
suppression efforts. 
 
CERRITOS, Riverside Unit, California Department of Forestry & Fire Protection (CDF).  A CDF 
Type 1 Incident Management Team (Anderson) is assigned.  This fire is in grass and brush, eight 
miles southeast of Corona, CA.  Minimal fire behavior was observed.   
 
EAGLE,  Riverside Unit, California Department of Forestry & Fire Protection (CDF).  A CDF Type 1 
Incident Management Team (Henson) is assigned. This fire is in brush, five miles southeast of 
Temecula, CA. Minimal fire behavior was reported.
